Termed Unreliable by Executives 


Play Hooky at Akron 
When They Have Ac- 


cumulated Enough Pay 
to Meet Their Needs.

AKRON, O., Aug 31.—Two auto- 
mobile tire industrial leaders 
let it be known today there’s 
something that smells like burning 
rubber going on here in the “rub- 
ber apital of the world.” 

First, Thornton G. Graham, vice- 
president of the B. F. Goodrich 
Co., announced that he did not 
share the beautiful sentiments that 
manufacturers in other cities have 
voiced about woman war workers. 
Playing hoeky from work is throw- 
ing a tire iron in the Goodrich 
machinery, Graham asserted. Ab- 
senteeism is running over 6 per 
cent for women as against a nor- 
mal 1% per cent for men, he said. 

Then came a long and loud 
complaint from William F. O’Neil, 
president of the General Tire & 
Rubber Co. O’Neil stated that, 
General Tire was not beginning to 
turn out what it could, of the tires 
needed for equipping our mechan- 
ized forces, and that there had 7— 
no stepping up of effort in the tire- 
building department of the com- 
pany since Pearl Harbor. 

“We have got to get Iabor to 
produce more and quit thinking 
‘to hell with the war, let’s take 
care of labor first,’” O’Neil said. 

Production Is Slowed Down. 

There have been three wildcat 
strikes at the General Tire since 
Pearl Harbor and, although all 
have been settled, O’Neil charged 
that the one involving 120 men in 
the band building department is 
still having repercussions, result- 
ing in the slowing down of produc- 
tion. 

“This band building department 
is the focal point of the entire 
manufacturing process,” O’Neil ex- 
plained. “The company considered 
159 bands per man for a six-hour 
day a normal turnout; the union 
claimed 143. Then the employes 
themselves decided that 115 was 
enough and so they struck and we 
lost four days’ production.” 


O’Neil also charged that produc-/; 


tion was being hampered by a six- 
hour day generally for the tire in- 
dustry and, further, that under 
union rulings the company was 
only getting five hours and 10 
minutes actual work out of the six- 
hour day. 

“The men get 20 minutes for 
lunch and 30 minutes to wash up,” 
he pointed out, “and there’s no 
telling how much time is fiddled 
away at the drinking fountain and 
the lavatories during the day.” 

Morale Bad in Factories. 

As another cxample of bad mor- 
ale in Akron’s rubber factories, 
O’Neil cited a case where a man 
was beaten for turning out too 
much work in one day.

They’re 
taking advantage of our no- 
strike pledge. As for produc- 
tion being less than before Pearl 
Harbor, that’s nonsense.”

Single Women More Cagable. 


“A good many of our woman 
workers are married,” Graham 
said, “and there seems to be a ten- 
dency among married women sup- 
plementing their husbands’ earn- 
ings not to take the interest in their 
work that single women do. The 
Ohio law prevents any woman un- 
der 21 from ‘working after 10 at 
night. Women 21 or over are more 
apt to be married women and so 
it is necessary to take married 
women on the two night shifts.” 

Graham explained that married 
women work until they have ac- 
cumulated pay sufficient for their 
needs outside their husbands’ sal- 
aries, and then “lay off.” He did 
not exempt single women workers 
from his charge of “too high ab- 
senteeism,” and he did not place 
the entire blame on women. 

“But,” he explained, “this indif- 
ference of employes who lay off 
whenéver their earnings reach the 
point where their needs are met, 
applies more to women than to 
men.”

There is no occasion 
for any radical deviation, and it is 
intended that such changes as 
may be made will be of an evolu- 
tionary character, to be invoked 
from time to time as may be de- 
sired to better and strengthen the 
enforcement program. 

Role of the Public. 
“A substantial part of the success 
of this effort to eliminate. smoke 
must be attributed to the wide- 
spread acceptance by the public 
and to their willing co-operation. 
The occasion is now at hand when 
the public may offer material aid 
to the-smoke elimination work and 
at the same time co-operate in the 
national campaign to relieve the 
heavy burden being placed om the 
coal mining industry. There is still 
time to put in the winter supply 
of fuel; to fill bins to maximum ca- 
pacity before the cold. weather 
heating demands are superimposed’ 
on the heavy wartime requirements 
for industrial fuel, 

“The mines of Illinois are experi- 
encing unprecedented demands for 
industrial fuel throughout the en- 
tire Middle West. The Eastern high 
and low-volatile coal mines are also 
receiving heavy demands from New 
England, the entire Hast and the 
Great Lakes areas. . Therefore, 
whether the use is high-volatile 
stoker fuel or low-volatile hand- 
firing coal, orders should immedi- 
ately be placed for the season's re- 
quirements and the maximum 
quantities possible should be stored. 
The situation calls for immediate 
action; indeed, this is necessary if 
we @re to be assured of adequate 
fuel to carry us through the com- 
ing winter.” 

“T am turning this job over to a 
man who is highly experienced 
and capable,” Tucker told report- 
ers.

The Telegraphers National Bank, 
one of the few remaining union- 
owned banks in the: country, will 
transfer its deposits to the United 
Bank and Trust Co. and retire 
from business, effective tomorrow, 
it was announced today. 

The Telegraphers Bank was 
founded in 1923 by the Internation- 
al Order of Railway Telegraphers, 
one of the independent railroad 
brotherhoods, which still owns all 
the stock except for a few qualify- 


ing shares held by bank officers. 
The union decided to withdraw 
from the banking business because 
of inability to negotiate a satis- 
factory lease on the site it occupies 
at Broadway and Pine street, V. O. 
Gardner, president of both the 
bank andthe union, told a report- 
er. A 99-year lease expires next 
year. 

As of June 30, the bank had 
$4,259,002 in checking and savings 
deposits. These will be transferred 
to the United Bank, at Broadway 
and Washington avenue, together 
with an équal amount in assets. 
The remaining $805,589 in assets 
will be liquidated and the proceeds 
distributed among Telegraphers 
Bank stockholders; Gardner said. 
The Wnited Bank & Trust Co. 
‘will ‘take over the safe deposit 
boxes of the other bank, will hire 
its 15 employes, and will honor all 
checks drawn against deposits in 
Telegraphers Bank, Gardner said. 
Originally organized to provide 
banking facilities for locals of the 
telegraphers’ union throughout the 
country, the Telegraphers Bank 
grew into a commercial bank.

Recently the commission issued 
similar complaints against the R. 
J, Reynolds Tobacco Co. concern- 
ing Camel cigarettes and Prince 
Albert smoking tobacco, and 
against the Philip Morris Co. with 
respect to Philip Morris and Alfred 
Dunhill cigarettes. These compa- 
nies have been given until Sept.

The American Tobacco complaint 
alleges that the company adver- 
tised, among other things, that 
Lucky Strikes were toasted, had 
less acid than other popular 
brands, were less irritating to the 
throat and contained less nicotine, 
and that better and higher-priced 
tobacco was used.

I will not go into the nature 
of those tortures, which were many, 
except to mention an incident on 
the Gripsholm when three elderly 
Americans, one of them over 70 
years old, gave me a demonstration 
of the water-cure which had re- 
peatedly been inflicted upon them. 
We went up to the bow of the 
ship early in the morning where a 
friend posed as the subject of the 
torture. He was tied up with his 
knees drawn up to his chin, his 
neck being attached to his knees 
and his hands securely bound be- 
hind him so that the cords in the 
actual torture had penetrated deep 
under the skin. He was then rolled 
over with his face up and water 
Was poured into his nose and mouth, 
It was a realistic performance, but 
‘tly from the oral description of 
those men could I visualize what 
the actual torture must have been. 
Six large buckets of water were 
Wed so that the subject in every

As the Japanese 
came to the broken bone, he said, 
“Is that the place?” and when the 
man answered “Yes,” the policeman 
hauled off with his fist and hit 
that broken rib as hard ag he 
could. In another case a well- 
known American has been seriously 
maimed as a result of the gan- 
grene which was caused by the ill 


treatment that he received in his 


prison cell. I had known him in 
years gone by and seldom have I 
had so great a shock as when I 
saw him on the ship, a mere 
shadow of his former self. (Grew 
apparently referred to J. B. Pow- 
ell of Missouri, former editor of 
the China Weekly Review, whose 
articles on his experience as a 
Japanese prisoner appeared in the 
Post-Dispatch lats week.) There 
were many, many other cases. 

I had heard indirectly of the 
horrible atrocities perpetrated in 
the rape of Nanking and of the 
fearful things done in Hongkong 
when soldiers who had been taken 
as prisoners of war were bayo- 
neted to death. But on shipboard 
we had direct evidence, for the 
dying shrieks of those soldiers 
were heard by a woman, a fellow 
passenger of our, who herself told 
me the terrible story. This was 
no second-hand evidence, but the 
reports of ‘reliable first-hand wit- 
nesses arid, in the case of the tor- 
ture, the first-hand evidence of 
those who had suffered the tor- 
tures. themselves. 

Do you wonder that during those 
seven days of waiting in the har-, 
bor of Yokohama several of those 
people told me that if the negotia- 
tions for our exchange failed they 
would commit suicide rather than 
return to their imprisonment in 
Japan? I know that they would 
have done so. 


Great Moment 


of Deliverance. 

And then came one of the 
greatest of all moments. I awoke 
at 1 a. m. on June 25 sensing that 
something was happening. I 
looked out of the porthole and saw 
a piece of wood slowly moving 
past in the water. Another piece 
of wood moved faster. We were 
at last under way, slowly acceler- 
ating until the ship was finally 
speeding at full steam, away from 
Yokohama, away from Japan, 
pointing homeward, Ah, what a 
moment that was, even though we 
had 18,000 miles to cover and 70 
days in all before we should pass 
the Statue of Liberty in New York 
harbor and repeat to ourselves, 
with tears pouring down many a 
face, “ 

“Breathes there the man with 
soul so dead 

Who never to himself hath said 

This is my own, my native 

land?” 

-I shall have something to say 
tonight about the Japanese mili- 
tary machine which brought on 
this war and against which we are 
fighting today. But before turn- 
ing to that subject, there is some- 
thing else which I cannot leave un- 
said. I have lived for 10 years in 
Japan. I have had many friends 
in Japan, some of whom I admired, 
respected and loved. They are not 
the peopie who brought on this 
war. As patriots they will fight 
for their Emperor and country, to 
the last ditch if necessary, but they 
did not want this war and it was 
not they who began it. Even dur- 
ing our imprisonment in Tokyo 
many of those friends used to con- 
trive to send us gifts, in spite of 
the usual obstruction of the police 
who wished to cut us off complete- 
ly from the outside world. They 
were not the usual gifts of floWers 
but gifts of food, sometimes a piece 
of meat, which was the most pre- 
cious gift they could confer because 
they themselves could seldom get 
meat. For 10 years I have broken 
bread in their houses and they in 
mine. They were personally loyal 
to me to the end. 
Military Machine 
Must Be Crushed. 
But there is the other side to the 
picture, the ugly side of cruelty, 
brutality and utter bestiality, the 
ruthlessness and rapaciousness of 
the Japanese military mgchine 
which brought on this war. 
That Japanese military machine 
and military caste and military 
system must be utterly crushed, 
their credit and predominance 
must be utterly broken, for the fu- 
ture safety and welfare of the 
United States ard of the United 
Nations, and for the future safe 
ty and welfare of civilization and 
humanity.

for a peaceful America, for any 


and all of the peace-loving 
United Nations, and a swashbuck- 
ling Japan. 


I shall come back to that subject, 
but first it may interest you to 
know something about the last 
hours in Tokyo preceding the das- 
tardly attack on Pearl Harbor. 
That story is of important interest. 

Late in the evening of Dec. 7 I 
received a telegram from our Sec- 
retary of State Mr. Hull contain- 
ing a mecsage from the President 
which I was to communicate to 
the Emperor at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. I immediately asked 
for an appointment with the Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Togo, 
around midnight, and drove at 
once to the Minister’s official resi- 
dence and requested an audience 
with the Emperor in order to pre- 
sent the President’s message. Mr. 
Togo said that he would present 
my request to the throne, and I 
left him at about 12:30 a.m. This 
must have been about two hours 
—Japan time—prior to the attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 


Called to Office 
of Foreign Minister. 


At 7 a. m. on the morning of 
Dec. 8 I was awakened by a tele- 
phone call from the Foreign Min- 
ister’s secretary, who asked me to 
come to the Minister’s residence 
as soon as possible. He said that 
he had been trying to telephone 
to me ever since 5 a. m., but had 
been unable to get connection. I 
hurriedly dressed and arrived at 
the official residence at about 7:30. 
Mr. Togo entered the room grim 
and formal, and handed to me the 
reply to the President's message 
to the Emperor, whom I was told 
he had seen at about 3 a. m., pre- 
sumably just after the news of the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. At the 
same time he. handed me a long 
memorandum ending with the 
statement: “The Japanese Gov- 
ernment regrets to have to notify 
hereby the American Government 
that in view of the attitude of the 
American Government it cannot 
but consider that it is impossible 
to reach an agreement through 
further negotiations.” 

J asked the Minister if he.had 
presented to the Emperor my re- 
quest for an audience. The minis- 
ter merely replied that he had no 
intention of standing between my- 
self and the throne. He then made 
a little speech thanking me for my 
efforts to preserve the peace and 
as usual came downstairs to see 
me off at the door. He said nothing 
whatever about the outbreak of 
war between our countries and I 
returned to the Embassy in entire 
ignorance that developments more 
serious than the breaking off of 
the conversations had occurred, 

It was not until at least an hour 
or more later that a press bulletin 
was released announcing the at- 
tack on Hawaii and the outbreak 
of war between Japan and the 
United States and Great Britain.

afterward the Embassy's gates were 
closed and locked by the police, 
and from that moment we were 
regarded and treated as prisoners. 
A group of Japanese radio experts 
then immediately came and went 
through all our houses with a fine- 
oothed comb, taking away all short- 
wave radio sets so that thereafter 
we should have no contact with 
the outside world save through the 
Japanese newspapers which were 
regularly delivered to us. 

I had long known of Japan’s 
preparations for war and I kept 
my Government currently advised 
of the information which came to 
my knowledge on that subject. 

And now, before closing, I should 
like to tell you something about 
the Japanese military machine 
against which we are fighting to- 
day. That machine has been 
trained and perfected through 
many years, for it has always had 
in view, even before the invasion 
of Manchuria in 1931, the prospect 
of eventually sweeping not only to 
the north against Russia, but to the 
west and south in order to control 
what the Japanese have latterly 
termed “the-co-prosperity sphere of 
Greater East Asia, including the 
South Seas.” It need hardly be 
said that the phrase “co-prosperity 
sphere” denoted in fact the inten- 
tion to exert Japanese control, po- 
litically, economically—absolutely— 
over all those far-flung territories. 


Ching Provided Japs 
With Training for War. 


In 1931 came their invasion of 
Manchuria. In 1937 came their in- 
vasion of China south of the wall, 
and while their army eventually 
floundered in China, due to the 
magnificent fighting spirit of 
Chiang Kai-shek, his courageous 
armies, and his determined people, 
nevertheless the warfare which 
then ensued proved a practical 
training for the Japanese soldiers 
and sailors, who tirelessly devel- 
oped and perfected the tactics which 
they subsequently used in their 
landings and conquests to the 
south. *

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THE JAP SETBACK 
AT MILNE BAY

HE Japanese, who have been 
T frustrated in their attempt to 
gain a foothold at Milne Bay, 
apparently attached great import- 
ance to this area at the extreme 
eastern tip of the island of New 
Guinea. 


It is difficult to see how Milne 
Bay could have been of any of- 
fensive advantage to the Jap- 
anese. True, it is only 200 miles 
from Port Moresby, the principal 
Allied base on the south shore of 
New Guinea; but it is only 60 
miles from Port Moresby at Ko- 
koda. It is possible, of course, 
that the Japanese are uneasy 
about their position at Kokoda, 
which would mean: that they also 
are uneasy about their various 
posts on the northeastern shore 
of the island—Lae, Salamaua and 
Buna. 


They might have considered 
Milne Bay as a more remote and 
a safer location for a Japanese air 
base. Or, it is just conceivable that 


the Japanese decided that the 
towering Owen Stanley range— 
which intervenes between Kokoda 
and Port Moresby—is too difficult 
a military obstacle and they there- 
fore planned to work along the 
shore toward Port Moresby by a 
succession of stepping stone ad- 
vances. This was a perilous pro- 
cedure, as it turned out, since the 
United Nations and not the Jap- 
anese, have local naval superiority 
in the Coral Sea and seem _ likely 
to maintain it.

Two Ships Sunk 
Under Gunner 
In One Voyage 


Rescued Twice After 
Torpedoings, Navy 
Man Reaches U. S. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31 (AP). 
—In Coxswain Donald H. Eaton's 
locker at the armed guard center 
on Treasure Island is a pasteboard 
shoebox with a story. 

The story begins early last June, 
when Eaton sailed out of Galves- 
ton, Tex, aboard an Americana 
merchantman. 

A tall and* sturdy young sailor 
from Meridian, Ida., Eaton was in 
command of the vessel’s Navy gun 
crew. The night of June 4 they 
were torpedoed. 

“I yelled the general headquar- 
ters alarm to my men. But we 


never got a chance to fire. When 
I saw that well deck filling with 
water, I yelled to my men, ‘To the 
life rafts, fellows!’ and started for 
the after port raft, 

“I jumped on the hatch cover, 
worked over to the raft, and 
jumped down into the water to 
slip the ring on the pelican hook. 
Just as I slipped on the ring, @ 
mountain of water hit us from 
over the gunwales, 

“The downcurrent began whirl- 
ing: the raft over and over. It 
turned over three times. On the 
second turn, I saw the last bit of 
the bow of the ship going under, 
right down beneath us. When the 
raft stopped turning, we got the 
oars loose and started to row.” 
Dozens of men were swimming 
and crying for help,. Eaton re- 
called, but hundreds of sacks of 
flour from the ship’s cargo 
jammed around the raft and kept 
him from paddling to the rescue 
of others.

For Peace Based on Human Welfare. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OMMENTATORS here and abroad 
have pointed out repeatedly that it is 
going to be hard to win the war and 

harder still to set up and maintain a 
fairly just and lasting peace. It will be 
extremely difficult, there is no doubt of 
that, but it is not impossible if enough 
men of good will and intelligence apply 
themselves wholeheartedly to the task. 

In my opinion, even the most imperfect 
peace based on the principles of the At- 
lantic Charter and on the spirit of Vice- 

President Wallace's historic speech would 
be better than the best possible peace 
based on the principles of the Nazi 
leaders. However, principles alone are 
not sufficient. The world today produces 
enough for all. If we do not this time 
make practical arrangements for all peo- 
ples who want to work and live in peace 
to obtain the minimum resources for 
peaceful living, than we may lose every- 

thing we have in another world-wide up- 
heaval a few generations hence. 

Are we ready to support a decent 
peace? It is my impression that at the 
present time too many of our people, as 
yet untouched by common sacrifice, 
want for themselves what they are not 
willing for others to have. 

For instance, we say that we want eco- 
nomic freedom for all, but we hardly do 

| more than shrug our shoulders when it | 
is revealed that powerful interests, al- 
ready solidly organized into national 
trusts and international cartels, enjoy 
their monopolies illegally at the public’s 

Nexpense, while violently opposing the or- 
) iwanization of others. 


We say that we want political freedom 
for all, but we deny it to millions be- 
cause they don’t happen to be the right 
color. We speak glibly of this being a 
democracy where there are equal rights 
and opportunities for all, but as indi- 
viduals, we don’t believe in it and cer- 
tainly don’t practice it. 

If we want a more lasting peace, we've 
got to base it on the common welfare of 
humanity, not on special powers and 
privileges for a few individuals or a few 
nations. We've got to learn to measure 
life in terms of human beings, rather 
than in terms of gold or land. This will 
be a difficult task and one that will not 
be quickly accomplished, but it offers a 
decidedly better program than that of 
fighting a war every generation or so. 

We shall have a good peace only if we 
are worthy of it. If we are willing to 
make ourselves articulate to demand a 
decent peace, if we are willing to make 
ourselves ready to support a decent peace 
once it is made, if we are willing to pay 
the price of co-operation to maintain it, 
then we can have a good peace, Other- 
wise, the coming generations will pay 
with their blood for our selfishness and 
stupidity.

Many of these people have no familiarity 
with Income tax procedure. Some of them do not 
even know about their obligations. -And their in- 
dividual contributions are so small that the Treasury 


cannot afford to spend much money collecting them. 


Yet if they are not collected, the income tax might 
conceivably go. the way the personal property tax 
has gone in many &@ community, . 

The obvious solution to this problem is collection 
of the tax at the source—right at the paymaster’s 
window as the taxable wages are being handed over. 
Such @ pay-as-you-earn system also has obvious 
advantages for those {n the middie and higher 
brackets, It would make it relatively easy to pay a 
heavy tax by eliminating the struggle to get the 
money together in one lump oh March 16 or even 
in quarterly installments. 

The trouble with such a plan is that it would, in 
effect, subject people to double taxation. They would 
have to pay their tax on the previous year’s income 
in the regular way while, at the same time, they 


were paying their tax, or a goodly portion of it, on | 


current income. 

Beardsley Rumi, who is chairman of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, would solve this diffi- 
culty with a rather heroic measure. He would just 
eliminate the tax on 1941 incomes and credit amounts 
paid or being paid on this (during 1942) to the tax 
which will eventually be due on 1942 incomes. Thus, 
all of us would, on next March 15, have already paid 
the tax normally collectible then—allowing, of course, 
for differences between 1941 and 1942 incomes, 

The big point is that the slate would be clean, 
and all of us would be ready to pay 19438 taxes on 
1943 wages, salaries and other incomes as these were 
received. That would be a tremendous simplification 
of the collection problem. 

The first objection to this proposal, of course, is 
that it seemingly deprives the Treasury of all the 
money due on the national income for 1941, This 
Objection, however, may be more theoretical than real. 

Under the present system, taxes are a year be- 
hind earnings. Under the Rum! system, they would 
be in step. There would be no year in which the 
Treasury would collect no taxes. As a matter of 
fact, ite collections would increase in amount be- 
cause of the higher rates. 

Further, these rates could be pushed upward more 
easily if constituent-conscious members of Congress 
did not find it necessary to bear in mind that, under 
any other method of collection at the source, the 
public would be paying two years’ taxes in one. 

The experts may have other arguments against 
the Rum! plan, but on the face of it, the suggestion 
appeals to many as a practical way of collecting the 
increased taxes necessary to finance the war, 
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WHY SEAMAN SULLIVAN WAS SAVED. 

In any other war, William Sullivan, seaman second 
class, would have “gone over the side” soon after 
he was hauled out of the water. His heartbeat was 
imperceptible, his blood pressure was down to sero 
and hunks of shrapnel were in his body. He had 
been blown overboard in the battle of the Coral Sea 
by a Jap bomb. Although he was dead “by all the 
rules,” a pint of blood was given him “just in case.” 
There was a slight response. Five times more that 
day the doctors pumped blood into him. Now he is 
in a California hospital, with one foot amputated 
but able to get around. 

The blood that kindled the spark of life in Seaman 
Sullivan came through the American Red Cross 
blood donor service. It might have been given by a 
man too old for service, by a father with seven 
young children, by a busy housewife, by a girl in an 
ammunition factory or a wealthy dowager. It might 
have been one of the 50,000 persona who have con- 
tributed blood right here in St. Louis, Think of 
Seaman Sullivan, saved at the brink of eternity, and 
be glad you gave your blood.

“You must understand,” he says, “that we 
have no draft dodgers here. Every man in 
camp filled out his -draft questionnaire, 
went before his draft board, and satisfied 
them of his sincerity and eagerness to do 
beneficial civilian work, regardless of any 
dangers involved. In fact, the men’s big- 
gest complaint is that they want more im- 
mediate service—especially on the battle- 
fronts doing civilian rescue work. But 
they’d sooner face a firing squad than take 
a gun in their own hands or help with the 
war in any way.”

“Blick,” as all the men call him, is eager 
to prove the integrity of his wards. One 
of the campers, for instance, is Stanford 
Sobel, a University of Michigan chemistry 
graduate. Sobel was in no danger of seeing 
action on the fighting front, since the 
Mational Resources Planning Board offered 
him an excellent Washington job for the 
duration in the chemical warfare division. 
He promptly turned it down and chose to 
come to-Camp Stronach instead. 

“We have a high percentage of college 
men and specialists here,” Blickenstaff said,

According to the Russian Ma- 
jor, the Germans likewise have 
been unable to use large forces of 
tanks on many sections of this 
front. This, in part, is due to the 
terrain but may or may not be 
entirely so. He said that the Nazis’ 
Fifth Tank Division was virtually 
wiped out here. They had 70 me- 
dium but no heavy or light tanks. 
Soviet troops trapped and cap- 
tured 30 of these, then destroyed 
or disabled almost all of the re- 
mainder, knocking out the Fifth 
Tank Division. 

The Germans used most of their 
tanks in the Rhzev-Vyazma sector 
in fixed positions, replacing artil- 
lery. In one place here, they had 
a battalion of 12 big guns, 205s. 
When the Russians broke through 
the guns were so morassed in mud 
that the Nazis were unable to 
move them and all 12 were cap- 
tured. 

Judging from the steady, thun- 
derous growl we get here from 
the western horizon, there certain- 
ily are a great many big guns 
pounding fixed positions along the 
front but what proportion may be 
German we cannot guess. 

The Russian Major assures us 
that American medium tanks, the 
Gen. Grants, are seeing plenty of 
action in this offensive, as also 
Yankee light tanks. He says that 
the Gen. Grant’s fire power is 
first rate and the armament fine, 
too, but that there is just one 
handicap for this rain-soaked area. 
American mediums, he says, have 
treads which are too narrow for 
the most’ effective use in wet 
weather here. Our light tanks, he 
describes as okay in all respects. 

In this Village of Pogoreloye Gor- 
odishe—the names means “burned- 
out settlement,” in memory of 
what the French did to it in Napo- 
leon’s day—we have seen an illu- 
minating example of the Nazi's 
forward line fortifications.

Here, too, the Germans had built 
no concrete fortifications, these ap- 
parently being strictly forward po- 
sitions. Russian officers say that 
the Germans along this front usu- 
ally construct the strongest forti- 
fications in towns. It seems that 
the strongest German positions are 
much farther back, which accounts 
for the heavy fighting now 20 to 30 
miles west of here, 


The Russians recaptured this 
village on Aug. 4, on the first day 
of their central front offensive, 
when they broke through ‘to a 
depth of 78 miles on a 12-mile 
front. By the third day the Nazis 
had sent several hundred bomb- 
ers to slow down the Soviet drive. 
When they gave their bombers 
fighter protection, they succeeded 
in this partially. Here again, the 
Russians broke through chiefly by 
the superiority of their artillery, 
but again the Nazis escaped more 
serious reverses thanks to their 
numerical superiority of aircraft. 

In this sector the Gemrans aver- 
aged about 350 bomber flights 
daily, which means a very punish- 
ing amount of bombs for the ad- 
vancing troops to endure. Despite 
that, the Russians have kept 
smashing ahead. We have seen nv

A Place for

ITTLE children have to do 

much of their playing indoors. 

That means they must have a 
place of their own where the 
grown up people will not intrude, 
where their work can remain day 
after day as long as it is wanted.

E have some bitter com- 


W plaints these days about re- 
jections for the Army or 


Navy, but there is always a good 
reason for what the services do 
even if the examining doctor 
doesn’t Rave time to explain it to 
the selectee at the moment of ex- 
amination. 

I heard a new angle the other 
day. A man had applied for the 
submarine service and was per- 
fect physically in every way except 
that he had some dental bridge 
work which caused them to turn 
him down. He couldn’t seem to 
reconcile this with the eternal 
scheme of things, nor could I until 
a Navy medico explained to me 
that effective gripping of the 
mouthpiece of the submarine es- 
cape apparatus, or “lung,” will be 
interfered with if crowns, bridges, 
dentures or’ even pyorrhea are 
present, which seems reasonable.

hospital. He is then given a Cer- 
tificate of Disability for Dis- 
charge. *

early in their military career, the 
largest number within three 
months. Most of these are simply 
temperamentally unfitted for mil- 
itary life. They are continuously 
reporting for sick call for minor 
complaints, or they have indiges-

U. S. Coast Guard Band Is Attract- 


ing Attention With Its Versatile 


Music—Many of 


lts Members For- 


merly Played With Widely-Known 
: Orchestras.

HE musically hep of this area 
have recently been digging a 
band that really comes on. No 
ballroom Barnet, one night Heidt, 
or visiting Venuti, this newly noted 
band is a strictly local aggrega- 


tion but its fame is becoming state 
and service wide. It is the United 
States Coast Guard band, a group 
of gob gates who have done more 
to publicize the Coast Guard serv- 
ice than-‘any amount of “The 
Father pf Waters Needs You” pos- 
ters, and who, besides spotlighting 
their own service have played at 
bond-selling rallies, at concerts, 
military, swing and serious, and 
have furnished the jump rhythms 
at U. 8. O. dances and parties for 
their fellow service men. 

They are cats who aren’t afraid 
of the water, they are good sailors 
as well as good musicians, and 
their band activities are entirely 
extra-curricular. By night they 
may beat it out but by day they 
hit the deck. 

The leader of these mariner 
musicians is a boatswain, appro- 
priately enough named John Paul 
Jones. According to dictionary 
definition, a boatswain is an officer 
“whose business it is to pipe the 
crew to duty with his whistle.” As 
additional equipment, Jones has a 
voice that ranges from bottom 
bass to top tenor, and was former- 
ly vocalist-entertainer with vari- 
ous name bands. He was the chief 
organizer and recruiter of band 
talent in the Coast Guard. 

"The band was organized pri- 
marily with the idea of getting men 
alfeady in the service who were 
talented in music and could carry 
on their regular duties as well as 
play in the band,” Bos’n Jones ex- 
plained. “We sent out bulletins to 
the various ports to see what musi- 
cal talent we had in the Coast 
Guard, and any men found to be 
qualified were transferred to the 
St. Louis district, Barge 16, where 
they work as mess attendants, swab 
the decks, etc. We started our 
band with a piano player, then 


built up a cocktail combination, 
and now have a 25-piece band, all 
25 playing in the military band 
and 15 alternating for the dance 
band.” 

Musical talent in the Coast Guard 
has turned out to be plentiful and 
potent. Among musicians now in 
the band are George Wamseer, for- 
merly trombone player with the 
Bobby Byrne band; Gene Schile, 
also a trombone player, formerly 
with Joe Reichman; arranger and 
clarinetist Ray Brabec, who was 
with Ray Herbeck's band; and 
among the local boys, Dave Wright, 
singer, guitar, and trombone player, 
who was with Al Tucker at Hotel 
Coronado when he enlisted. The 
assistant director and arranger is 
Coxswain Eddie Bayer, while Jones 
is conductor and singer, occasion- 
ally playing baritone horn in the 
band. 

TY FY ® 
ONES has a rather solid back- 
ground himself, having sung 
with the bands of Hal Kemp, 
Joe Sanders, Blue Steele and Nick 
Stuart. He was with Stuart’s band 
at the Jefferson Hotel when he be- 
gan investigating the various 
branches of service and decided to 
enlist in the Coast Guard. With a 


name like his, he admitted, he had © 


to pick something connected with 
the Navy. 

“IT wore a sailor suit when I 
made my first singing appearance 
in public,” Jones laughed. “That 
was when I was about five years 
old, during the last war. The pic- 
ture of me in that suit stuck on 
the wall of.my grandmother's 
house for a long time, and I guess 
I couldn't quite ever visualize my- 
self in any other kind of uniform.” 

The band got its professional 
start during Coast Guard recruit- 
ing week when it played at the 
Fox Theater, and Jones doubled 
out at the Municipal Opera, sing- 
ing the national anthem nightly. 
Since then it has played at nu- 
merous concerts for civic and pri- 
vate organizations, at radio sta- 
tions, at Coast Guard softball

games, and at bond rallies, notably 
one at which 2000 people bought 
$3600 worth of bonds. 


“We've found the band is one 
of the prime factors in stimulat- 
ing the sale of bonds,” said En- 
sign Thomas Lane, public rela- 
tions officer, who with Ensign R. 
W. Brown, morale and welfare 
officer, is in charge of the band. 
“But one of their biggest suc- 
cesses was at the Kansas City re- 
cruiting drive. When the boys went 
to Kansas City to be in the parade 
they learned there were to be four 
or five large military bands with 
100 or 125 musicians each, and 
they knew the Coast Guard 
wouldn’t make much of a show. 
So, to be different, instead of 
marching they rode in a truck and 
instead of playing military music 
they played swing. The result was 
that everyone noticed the Coast 
Guard band, kids were jitterbug- 
ging down the street to the “Jer- 
sey Bounce,” and that night the 
newspaper devoted two paragraphs 
to our band’’and in a following 
paragraph mentioned that there 
were four or five other bands in 
the parade. As for what they did 
for recruiting, the chief petty of- 
ficer wrote me that within three 
days after the two days of re- 
cruiting, the entire quota had been 
filled.” 


The band has the enthusiastic 
support of bearded Capt. Stephen 
S. Yeandle, ranking officer of the 
Coast Guard here, even though his 
preferred form of music happens 
to be vocal. Friends outside the 
Coast Guard say his favorite songs 
are “I Had a Dream, Dear,” and 
a chantey about a child climbing

EARING out Jones’ conten- 
B tion was the statement of an- 
other officer that, for temper- 
mental musicians, the Coast 
Guard’s swing-and-sweet salts have 
adjusted themselves admirably, 
particularly when you consider 
that many of them with big name 
bands were accustomed to a rather 
easy life. But in many cases, 
Jones pointed out, the life of a 
Coast Guard bandsman has advan- 
tages over the better paid, but less 
conducive to health and happiness 
life of the average musician. 
“Ofie difference between dances 
we play now and those we used 
to play,” he said, “is that now we 
usually play for other service men 
and there’s a big difference be- 
tween playing for your buddies, 
your mates and just playing for a 
dance a certain number of hours 
for a certain amount of money and 
then packing up and going on. 
“There's a contagious enthusiasm 
in the audiences we play for now

But 
now with meals, room, and clothes 
furnished, and no place in particu- 
lar to spend money, most of them 
have more than when they enlisted. 

“And another thing,” Bos’n Jones 
added with earnest eloquence. “We 
talk a lot about how hard it is to 
keep our summer white uniforms 
clean, but boy,” he twisted his neck 
reminiscently, “it’s sure a relief to 
get out of those stiff shirts.”

n, this case it must be observed 
that North's four heart bid ex- 
ploded all partnership co-operation.

After 
West had doubled this, North still 
could have rescued profitably by 
bidding five diamonds, but now 
that bid would have been pure 
speculation, and in view of North's 
two clubs and void in spades would 
have been bad tactics. For all 
North could know at this point, 
South might have six or seven 
clubs and a club contract might 
easily be the best available. The 
point is that by failing to bid prop- 
erly on the second round, North 
lost the chance to lay correct in- 
formation before his partner, and 
at the same time to sound out the 
best eventual contract.
